Claim 1 1 , on line 7, after the phrase "defining a counter and a first threshold 
value", the following phrase has been inserted therefore: -, wherein said threshold 
value is a positive integer-. 

Claim 16, on line 8, after the phrase "until the counter has exceeded a first 
threshold value", the following phrase has been inserted therefore: --, wherein said 
threshold value is a positive integer--.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 11-20 (renumbered as 1-10) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior arts of 
record fail to teach delaying registration of the draft radio network control node with a 
core network node until the counter has exceeded the first threshold value. 
(Independent claims 11 and 16). 

2. Prior art Hayashi in view of Meago disclose to solving a problem in MBMS 
systems wherein a moving source RNC has left the cell under its control and switching 
between a PtP and PtM system as a function of a number of user equipments being 
equal to or more than a threshold value. However, prior art does not describe delaying 
the registration of a DRNC with a core network node until such threshold is exceeded. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
